The cited prior art does not fairly suggest the claimed invention of prediction analysis 
having the function of presenting a suggestion to change prediction result into a desired result 
when predicting unknown data based on accumulated known data. Specifically, claims 1,19 and 
20 are directed to predicting a result value corresponding to one or more attribute values of 
unknown data and analyzing information indicating that how one attribute value of unknown 
data is to be amended to change a result value. Therefore, the claimed invention improves the 
desired results for unknown data and values with prediction and analysis by learning with a 
structured neural network and produces information for a satisfactory effect.
